People In Cincinnati Streets, 


FINALLY CAUGHT ON BRIDGE 


Strikes Down Two Men Who Try to 


Halt Him—"Had Devil In Eyes," Says 
Slayer—Believed That Murderer Was 
Member of Theatrical Company That 
Played Last Week. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 30—Robert M. Wil- 


lard, who says he is a magician, sbot 
and killed a woman registered as his 
wife and a little year-old baby girt in 
a prominent hotel bere and later ran 
shrieking down the street, driving alt 
pedestrians to cover while nourishing 
a revolver. He was later captured on 
the suspension bridge, trying to make 
his way to Covingtou, Ky. 


Willard. the woman and baby were 


registered at the hotel. At the time 
the slayer and the woman engaged in 
an argument in the hotel lobby. The 
murder was committed while the two 
victims were in bed and as Willard 
was about to retire. Mrs. Willard was 
shot in the left temple and twice in 
the body, while the baby had been 
shot through the forehead just above 
the left eye. 


Immediately after the shooting Wil 


lard, who was dressed iu his under 
clothing, ran screaming out of the 
room carrying a revolver. 


J. M. Turner, the liotel clerk, at 


tempted to stop him, but he struck him 
in the face and rushed out of the ho- 
tel 
Several other men tried to halt 


the magician as he ran down the street. 
but he waved them aside with his re- 
volver.

FINALLY CAUGHT ON BRIDGE 


Strikes Down Two Men Who Try to 


Halt Him—"Had Devil In Eyes," Says 
Slayer—Believed That Murderer Was 
Member of Theatrical Company That 
Played Last Week. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 30—Robert M. Wil- 


lard, who says he is a magician, sbot 
and killed a woman registered as his 
wife and a little year-old baby girt in 
a prominent hotel bere and later ran 
shrieking down the street, driving alt 
pedestrians to cover while nourishing 
a revolver. He was later captured on 
the suspension bridge, trying to make 
his way to Covingtou, Ky. 


Willard. the woman and baby were 


registered at the hotel. At the time 
the slayer and the woman engaged in 
an argument in the hotel lobby. The 
murder was committed while the two 
victims were in bed and as Willard 
was about to retire. Mrs. Willard was 
shot in the left temple and twice in 
the body, while the baby had been 
shot through the forehead just above 
the left eye. 


Immediately after the shooting Wil 


lard, who was dressed iu his under 
clothing, ran screaming out of the 
room carrying a revolver. 


J. M. Turner, the liotel clerk, at 


tempted to stop him, but he struck him 
in the face and rushed out of the ho- 
tel 
Several other men tried to halt 


the magician as he ran down the street. 
but he waved them aside with his re- 
volver.

On January first the new law re- 


gulating the sale of seeds will be- 
come operative. This law was pass- 
ed by tlie legislature at Uie recent 
session, and Secretary of Agriculture 
Crltchfield experts that the enforce- 
ment of the act will prove .beneficial 
to farmers and gardenere.
